In  a  corrpspon'l  ire  nddn'ssfi]  to  tin-  Kdnor  of  Thr  ChromcU, 
Quchec,  July  8th,  TJU'?,  a  loyal  Enrjlisluiian.  of  London.  Ensland,  11. 
0.  Monlaunt,  Esq.,  as  one  of  the  thousand  visitors  to  Quebec,  praises 
this  hrautiful  city,  its  unique  panorama,  fine  liuildinL's  and  statues,  etc., 
but  goes  on  to  remark : — 

"  But  will  you  allow  a  visitor  from  the  Old  Tountry  to  point  out 
"how.  in  one  re«peot,  (Juebec  has  fallen  fur  short  of  wliMt  iriiiriit  natur- 
"  ally  have  liecn  expetted  of  her.  I  refer  to  the  column  erected  to  the 
"memory  of  Wolfe.  A  hero  so  illustrious  in  the  Annals  of  the 
"Empire,  and  associated  at  all  times  with  the  early  history  of  Quehec, 
"is  surely  deserving  of  .something  bcttiT  than  this  insiiriiitleant  and 
"  mutilated  memorial,  utterly  dwarfed  by  the  huire  jail  at  its  side,  and 
"not  easily  found,  owing  to  the  site  selected  being  a  side  lane." 

The  truth  of  these  remarks  must  be  admitted  to  a  certain  extent. 
It  may  be  said  in  extenuation  thireof,  that  no  ii|ipeal  has  ever  been 
made  to  the  public  in  general  to  raise  funds  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
such  a  befitting  monument  on  the  Plains  as  one  erected  to  Wolfe  and 
Montcalm,  in  the  Governor's  Garden,  in  the  year  18'38. 

The  existing  column,  though  modest  in  appearance,  is  not  alto- 
gether unbecoming,  when  it  is  remembered  that  it  was  due  *o  the  public 
spirit  and  liberality  of  the  few  British  oflicers  serving  in  Canada,  at  the 
head  of  whom  stood  Sir  Benjamin  D'Urlian,  then  Commander  of  the 
Forces  therein,  who  had  it  erected  in  the  year  184!>,  to  replace  the 
former  dilapidated  one,  a  truncated  column,  which  was  buried  under- 
neath, and  which  had  been  raised  by  Lord  Aylmer  in  the  year  18.32,  at 
his  private  expense. 

Now  that  these  Plains  hav  lately  been  purchased  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Dominion,  and  have  been  given  over  to  the  city,  they  are, 
by  express  agreement,  set  apart  as  public  domain  for  all  time,  with  the 
view  of  making  a  park  which  shall  b(^  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  the 
gallant  foes  who  fought  the  celebrated  battles  thereon.  Thus,  the 
occasion  is  ofTcred  to  take  the  proper  steps  to  build,  among  others,  a 
monument  in  keeping;  witii  tlic  brilliant  victory  and  glorious  death  of 
Wolfe;  and  more  appropriate  cs  commemorating  the  iinmen.se  poli- 
tical results  which  followed  this  pregnant  event  in  North  America.

one.

We  have  a  clue  a«  to  this  drawing  as  well  as  to  tlio  siulpture  of  the 
Btiitue  from  the  late  Mr.  James  Thomson,  Sr.,  who.-*  name  i-  a  lioiise- 
hold  woTtl  in  (Quebec,  and  who  was  a  personal  witness  on  the  i>C(asion, 
having  had  the  direction  of  the  work.* 

Here  is  what  he  says  on  this  .-ubject,  as  taken  down  by  his  son, 
James  ThomM)n,  Jr.,  assistant-eommissary-general,  from  his  father's 
mouth,  on  the  11th  August,  I84S.  It  is  to  l>c  found  in  the  eolleetion, 
Thomson  M8S.,  vol.  /.  p.  4.  in  the  lihrar"  of  the  Literary  and  Historical 
Society  of  Quebec. 

As  these  notes  have  not  been  seen  in  print,  they  may  ad  wt'Il  be 
given  herc^  in  esteuxo: — 


'We  had  a  loynl  fellow  in  Quebec,  one  George  Phipps  (Hips),  a 
butcher,  who  own'd  that  house  at  the  comer  of  Palace  and  John  Streets, 
still  called  ''  Wolfe's  Corner,"  and  it  happened  to  have  a  niche,  pn^lmbly 
intended  for  the  figure  of  some  saint ;  he  was  very  anxious  to  fill  it  up, 
end  he  thought  he  could  have  nothing  better  than  the  statue  of  General 
Vt'olfe;  but  he  did  not  know  how  to  set  about  getting  one.  At  last  he 
finds  out  two  Freiieh  sculpti  rs,  who  were  brotiiers,  of  tlie  name  of 
Chauiette.'  and  ho  at^ke^l  me  if  I  thought  I  could  dirwt  them  how  to 
make  the  likeness  of  the  General  in  wood.  I  said  I  would,  at  all  events, 
have  no  objection  to  undertake  it,  and  accordingly  they,  the  Chaulettes, 
tried  several  sketches,  but  they  made  a  poor  job  of  it  aft<^r  all. 

'  The  front  face  is  no  likeness  at  all,  and  the  profile  is  all  they 
could  hit  upon,  and  which  is  good.  The  body  gives  a  poor  idea  of  the 
General,  who  was  tall  and  straight  as  a  rusih,  so  that,  after  my  beat 
endeavours  t">  describ'  his  person  (and  I  knew  it  well),  and  for  which 
purpose  1  attended  every  day  at  their  workshop,'  which  was  in  that 


*  Mr.  James  Thomson,  Sr.,  was  setKeant  In  the  78th  (Fraser  Hlehlnnders). 
and  served  under  Wolfe  at  Louisbourg  and  Quebec.  He  knew  the  General 
perfectly  well,  and  used  to  spealc  of  his  kindness  to  all  his  men,  and  to  him 
In  particular,  addressing  them  all  In  private  as  "  Brother  noldirr."  When  the 
Hlghlandere  were  disbanded,  Mr.  Thomson  remained  In  Quebec,  where  he 
was  employed  In  conducting  divers  military  works.  He  died  In  1830  at  the 
ripe  age  of  98  years,  leaving  a  most  respected  name.

'  Mr.  Thomson  lived  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street,  at  the  south-east 
corner  of  Parlor  and  St.  Louis  Streets;  the  workshop  of  the  .iculptors  being 
situate  where  Mr.  Campbell's  stables  are  now  erected,  45-47  St.  Louis  Street.

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they  liad  been  accustomed  to  contemplate  from  their  boyhood.  To 
•ooihe  their  feelings,  some  of  thom  united,  and,  thanks  to  tiie  siiocly 
exertions  ot  our  e*leenied  and  vigorous  octogenarian,  John  Jone*,  Esq., 
they  had  another  figure  oi  "General  Wolfe"  sculptiiri^-d  in  wood,  well 
made  and  duly  i>amted  in  the  pri>i>er  colours,  so  as  to  copy  the  former 
one,  and  had  it  installed  in  plate  of  the  original,  which  had  been 
removed,  as  we  have  said,  to  save  it  from  utter  destruction. 

This  facsimile  will  now  stand  as  a  sign  to  maintain  the  old  tradi- 
tion of  the  two  understood  conditions  attached  to  tlie  original  statue — 
one,  that  it  was  never  to  be  sold,  and  the  other,  its  permancncv  in  the 
6ame  site,  according  to  the  true  intention  of  Goorge  Hips  and  his  legal 
assumption  that  he  could  have  it  surely  fixed  this  way  for  all  time. 
Thus  far  his  object  has  boon  attained,  and  is  likely  to  be  long  iMMtinuod, 
for  "Wolfe's  Corner"  has  now  become  the  i>roperty  ol'  our  o-tocnied 
citizen,  Alderman  Bernard  Leonard,  Es*!.,  and  the  n(.'w  otllgy  may  l>e 
looked  upon  as  entrusted  to  safe  hands  to  continue  its  c;ire  and 
destination. 

The  name  of  George  Hips,  as  one  of  tlie  oarlicst  i'.ritisli  settlors 
in  Quebec,  and  one  whose  worthy  decil  has  endowed  the  city  with  the 
first  mcmoriaJ  to  Wolfe  in  Canada,  should  never  Ix?  forgotten  by  its 
inhabitants.  We  hope  the.-ic  few  note©  will  help  in  that  direction,  and 
also  to  keep  up  the  old  tradition  derived  from  him. 

Referring  again  to  the  alwve  remarks  of  our  London  visitor,  as  to 
the  comparative  meagreness  of  the  present  column  on  the  Plains,  it 
cannot  be  denied  it  is  far  from  being  proportionate  to  the  world-wide 
renown  of  Wolfe,  and  the  grand  results  of  his  victory. 

For  let  «s  remember  that  the  triumpJi  of  tlio  valiant  Wolfe  on  these 
Plains  was  the  downfall  of  Xew  France  and  the  securing  of  the  sup- 
remacy of  England  in  North  America  ;  thri  hence  was  born  a 
new  and  extensive  British  Colony;  that  tlie  vanqiii.shed  French  colonists, 
after  a  heroic  but  hopeless  defence,  l>ecamo  peaceful  subjects,  and  sub- 
mitted loyally  to  the  English  Crown  after  the  Treaty  of  Paris,  according 
to  the  oath  they  had  taken:  that  subsequently  they  did  maintain  and 
prove  their  true  allegiance  in  resisting  not  only  tlie  allurements  of  the 
other  revolted  British  colonists,  but  also  the  outside  appeals  and 
entreaties  of  their  former  countrv'men  allie<l  to  the  rebels;  that  when 
Quebec  was  at  the  time  the  only  stronghold  standing  against  a  numerous 
invading  army  they  defended  it,  and  finally  crushed  within  its  walls  the 
assailing  foee  who  had  penetrated  therein,  forcing  them  to  retreat  ; 
that  again,  some  time  afterwards,  a  handful  of  French  Canadian.; 
repulsed  a  second  invading  American  army.
